China  produces  about  80  per  cent  of  the  v/orld^s  outpijt  gt  soya  beans,  60 
to  70^  of  which  ccmes  from  Manchuria.    Ten  years  ago 'the  er^uTts  were  very  small 
but  in  1920,  in  point  of  value,  beans,  i&nd  beaa  products  occupied  the  first  place 
among  exports.

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AUSTRALIAN  SUGAR  PRODUCTION. 

The  Sugar  Controller  of  the  Ccinmonwealth  of  Australia,  states  that 
the  sugar  pr.ospect  in  Australia  is  very  lavoralDle.    The  Commonwealth's 
annual  cons-cmption  of  sugar  is  about  31^,000  short  tons.    Last  year's  crop 
produced  325,000  short  tons  and  the  outlook  is  that  next  year  it  v7ill  reach 
336,000  short  tons.    Australian  sugar  is  grown  entirely  "by  white  labor,  and 
grown  with  very  favorable  results  both  as  regards  the  price  to  the  consumer 
and  the  return  to  the  producers.    By  now  the  industry  is  a  great  one,  employ- 
ing between  30>000  and  ^0,000  of  the  population  of  Queensland.

SUGAR  INDUSTRY  IN  FRANCE. 


The  number  of  acres  sown  during  the  simmer  of  1920-21  was  225,000  in 
contrast  to  l6l,000  in  I919-2O  or  an  increase  of  6^,000  acres.    The  average 
return  per  acre  is  reported  at  27-9  tons  in  comparison  with  20.3  tons  for  the 
previous  year.    The  total  weight  of  beets  worked  up  was  2,539»000  tons  compared 
with  1,325,000  tons  in  I919-2O,  or  an  increase  of  l,2lU,000  tons. 

The  number  of  mills  in  operation  has  been  increased  by  12  being  reported 
as  72  in  place  of  60  during  the  preceding  period.    Fran  the  2,559 >000  tons  of 
beets  worked  up  there  were  produced  j^S,0<jO  tons  of  refined  sugar.     This  pro- 
duction of  sugar  is  greater  by  165,000  tons  than  that  of  I9I9-2O  which  was 
only  171,000  tons.    The  weight  of  the  pulp  obtained  from  all  the  mills  and 
refineries  has  been  raised  to  1, 237 » 000  tons. 

The  weight  of  molasses  delivered  for  agricultural  or  industrial  uses 
was  18,000  tons  in  1920-21,  compared  with  UU, 000  tons  in  I919-2O,  or  27,000 
tons  less.    If  one  divides  the  total  weight  of  beets  worked  by  the  number  of 
factories  f-unctioning,  one  finds  an  average  of  35,000  tons  of  beets  per  factory 
compared  v/ith  22,000  tons  in  I919-2O.
